About the Okra Plant. 


The following letter from the President 
of the Chickasabogue Paper Mills, relative 
to the cultivation of Okra for the mannfae 
ture of paper, will be found interesting : 
From the Enterprise ( Miss.) Star.] 

MosiILz, March 20, 1869. 


Gol. H. Harding: Dear Sir :—Your favo 
of the 13th inst., making inquiries about 
the okra plant, is duly at hand and I will 
marere an early opportunity to reply. 
will answer your questions separately : 

1..The yield of okra per acre willo 

course depend much upon the character of 
tho soil, mode of cultivation. etc. It is 
claimed,however, that arich soil well tend- 
ed can be made to produce as high as sever 
to eight toms per acre, and itcan hardly 
fali below three tons on fair land, with any 
sort of cultivation. 

2. We pro to pay twenty dollars 
ton of two thousand pounds, probably w: 
may pay a little higher. At present we 
ate the only persons prepared to purchase 
the stalks. The seed are in demand, and 
will readily bring in New York from five 
to six dollars per bushel. ~~ 

3. Preparation of stalk. The stalks 
should be pulled any time-after the seed 
commences to ripen, by the roots. the dirt 
knocked off by striking two together, anc 
laid out like hay in rows, to curéin the sun 
The rows should not be too*thtck, and th 
stalks ought to be turned oceasionally 
(which can be done like hay, with a fork,) 
to permit the «un and air to strike freely 
through them. When well dried, so tha 
there is no danger of mildew, they can be 

thered up and packed in hales very much, 

ke hay or fodder would be—hicko 
withes or old ropes would suffice for bind- 
ing—the enly object being to hold the 
stalks for tion. ;

4. | am prepared to furnish seed in lim- 
ited quantities at cost (say five cents per

5. Extent of the demand. I expect ths 
we will be able to use within the year 
about one thousand tons of the stalks at 
our mills. The better way would be fo 
planters to make contracts with us to fur 
nish a given quantity, or the product of so 
many acres, and we agree to purchase al} 
at a given price.
